Vivid ACCOUNT OF BOURSING OF

TOLD BY EYE WITNESS 


Nesident of Hellevae Heecives tnterest- 
ing Letter from Uelative tn Malta 
Who Saw thé Ue truction of the Ves 
sel by fire—Many Perished. 

Newspaper readers wili recall the 

terrible marine disaster of oa few 
weeks ago when the Steamship Sar- 
divia was destroyed by fire off the 
island of Malta: KF. J. Chappell of 
Bellevue is in receipt of a letter from 
an urcle, F, Chappell, qaarter-mas 
ter sergeant at the military hospital 
at Valletta «ho was an eye witiess of 
the disaster. That portion of the let- 
ter describing the horror, reads: 


“I suppose you saw in the papers 
an aecountof the Sardinia disaster. 
T have never seen a ship on fire at 
sea before and please God I shall 
never sve another. I: ecurred quite 
close to our hospital aud we all had 
a guod view, but it wes a horribte 
sight. The Sardinia bound for Alex 
andria from Liverpool with eleven 
saloon passengers had called: at 
Tangiers and taken 142 Moors as 
deck passengers who were making 
the pilgrimage to Mecca. She left 
Malta about 10 A. M. the 25th Nov. 
on a fine sunshiny morning, but with 
a‘rather heavy sea running and by 
11-15 she was agreuad white hot and 
«f the 20 souls on board, more than 
balf had perished. As she gut along 
side the breakwater here it was seen 
she was burning vut the authorities 
signalled to her to get out of the har- 
bour, fearing she would explode 
sume of the magazines.

Nearly all were naked and many 
were very badly. burnt. -Our hospi- 
tal was opened for the rescued and 
we took in six Europeans. The 
Moors went to the Civil Hospital. 
Two English ladies and the 2ad offi- 

cer jamped overboard, the latter hold- 

ing a little boy aged three. They 
were all picked up but. the pity of it 
the dear little boy was dead. The 
sudden shock bad killed the little 
fe'low. Whole families of Moors 
perished together and in some cases 
the father or a child would be all 
that renained. Few of their women 
folk were saved us they were a!l 
locked up in cabins below (The 
Moorish practise) and the fire was so 
sudd n there was no time to ket at 
th m. Explosion followed explosio.

There was no time 
to launch any of the ships boats, in 
fact there were none to lausch as 
the first exp'osion carried them away.

LOOKS VERY 8 IQNIPICANT, 


Two matters bearing upon the 
railroad sitvation which have the ap- 
jearance of great significance have 
tome to public notice within the week 
‘and Tar Frank Paper is of thé opin- 
‘jon that one or both of them may be 
vonsidered strongly corroborative of 
‘the news itcm published some time 
ago to the effect that the Great North 
ern proposes building seross the 
‘main rangea stretch of railway to 
tonnect its present lines ending at 
Michel in British Columbia and 
Coutts on the international: line be— 
Sween Alberta and Montana. 

The first of these matters came to 
ight in a press dispatch from Pinch- 

et Cresk stating that a gang of sur- 

‘veyors had passed through that 
place runuing a try line fora proposed 
yailroad. This dispatch will te 
found in another column. 

‘ The secotid matter referred tois an 
advertise nent which also appears in 
this issue, which indicates that cer- 
tain parties ate seeking a charter for 
& railroad from the legislature which 
convenes at Edmonton to-day. 

The Pincher dispatch states that 
the surveyors came up from the di- 
rection of Coutts and passed through 
Fishburn to Pinecher Creek. The 
advertisement referred to gives no 
tice of intention to. apply to the legis 
Yature for a charter for a railroad via 
the North Kootenay pass to Pincher 
Creek and on’ down through Fish- 
“burn to Coufts. 

The news item which papenred e: ex- 
Crasive i Tax ny we 
‘that it was the intention of the Great 
Northérn to build a section of rail- 
road to connect its B. C. line with 
its Hne from Great Falls which ends 
ut Coutts. Our information was 
fhat the line would be built either by 
the North Kootenay pass or the 
Crows Nest pass. These new ont- 
croppings would seem to verify the 
authenticity of that news item. 

Tue Franx Paper, sinee publishing 
the item, has strongly urged the 
‘boards of trade along this line to act 
find act promptly in an endeavor to 
induce the building of the line this 
way, Whether it is now too late can 
not be said but we are inelined to 
think not. Surely there is enough 
smoke now to indicate there is some 
fire somewhere and the communities 
along the Crow which would be ben- 
e‘itted by the road should get busy on 
the right kind of work, our judge- 
tuent is that we could yet insure the 
{he building of the line this way. It 
would at Teast seem to this paper 
that it would-be a business proposi- 
tiou for the Hills to come this way 
And that all that is i1equired is to 
make them see it. 

The Crow route hus all the advant- 
agas. Intho first place it bas the 
‘ usiness for the road all developed 
and waiting the day trains would 
‘tart rudning waereas all the busi 
uess along the other route must bh; 
Voit up fros the very beginning and 
't could tiot he expeseted or even hoped 
‘that it would attain in ten years the 
velume that would await the line if 
built this‘way. Then there is the 
‘mn itter of grades aad in that there is 
ne comparison between the two 
routes. “The North Kootenay roite

The manufacturers in a country 
which has had a taste of protection 
soon arrive at the conclusion that the 
duties should cure all their short 
comings, and all that they have to do 
is to sit tight and the custains regu- 
lations will do the test, 

The Canadian , manufacturers hav- 
ing had a taste of high tariff, are ask- 
ing for nore. It seems that they have 
not kept up to date in their business 
and for that reason they find that it 
is difficult to keep up in therace with 
outside manufacturers, So.nowthey 
stey in and ask that the tariff be raied 
so that they may still have a market 
for their goods and grow fnt as in 
ancient times. That means that the 
people should pay always, but more 
when the Canadian manufacturer 
lags behind in therace. That is the 
principle of protection, 

The commissioner who was ap- 
pointed recently to inquire into the 
conditions of the Canadian woolen 
manufactorers, itis informally an 
nouned, will report that up to-date 
methods are not applied in manufac- 
turing, and that modern machinery 
bas not been installed in these estay 
lishments. : 

That is very much as was antici 
pated. But the manufacturers, in 
stead of applying themselves to keep 
abreast-of the times, have devoted 
their attention to urging upou the 
Dominion a higher tariff, and in the 
attempt to create public opirion in 
Canada, 

The Honmifittion government should 
not increase the tariff upon. these 
goods, Let the manafacturers keep 
up to date.--The Albertan.

A few days ago a party of survey- 
ors passed through this part of the 
country, and from what could be 
leartied of them they were trying to 
locate a auitable route for a new 
railroad. They had worked their 
way north from the boundary line 
and had eome into the Canadian 
territory between the 25th and 28tt. 
ranges, east of the boundary between 
Alberta and British Columbia, pase. 
ing through Yarrow, Fishburn and 
South Fork, aud are believed to be 
heading for Calgary. 

The engineers declined to give any 
definite information as to what com- 
pany they représented, further than 
that itisnnewroad. Itis the gen- 
eral opinion here that they were em- 
ployes of the G.N.R.
